A Burlingon developer has proposed a 53- 
acre “high-quality” office park for the 
Lowell Junction area that he hopes to make 
‘ta showpiece’’ — and he will ask the select- 
men to grant him an exception to Andover’s 
master sewer plan to sewer the devel- 
opment. 

Richard Kelly of the R.J. Kelly Company 
hopes to build a research and development 
office park near the Route 125 exit off 
Route 93, just south of the Gillette plant. 
Access to the site would be from Ballard- 
vale Road in Wilmington; part of the site is 
located in Wilmington and part in 
Tewksbury, although two-thirds of the site 
is in Andover. 

Kelly appeared before the selectmen 
Monday night, along with his attorney and 
an engineer, to describe his plans for “‘Cor- 
porate Place 93.’’ Atty. Reginald Marden of 
Andover said Kelly will return before the 
board next month to formally request an 
exception to the town’s master sewer plan. 

Kelly has also filed definitive subdivision 
plans with the Planning Board and a notice 
of intent with the Conservation Commis- 
sion, since the site includes wetlands. 

According to engineer Robert Brustlin of 
Vanesse Hangen Associates of Boston, the 
parcel is ‘‘not an easy site. It’s a nice piece 
of property, but there are a number of 
constraints.”’ 

Brustlin said the developer would like to 
build a total of 400,000 square feet on the 
site, with one-half to two-thirds of that 
square footage falling in Andover. Specific 
plans have not yet been drawn, but he said 
the development would include two-story 
60,000-square foot buildings with brick exte- 
riors, The*“‘high-quality”’ site will feature 
landscaping, parking areas and roadways

Bradlee 


Renovation 


Praised 


Selectman Norma Gammon had 
praise for the renovated Bradlee School 
Monday night, since the long-aban- 
doned Ballardvale school has been con- 
verted into pricey condominiums. 

Developer Francis P. Reilly did ‘‘an 
absolutely first-class job’’ on the pro- 
ject after buying the school from the 
town two years ago, Gammon said. 
While the school’s historic exterior has 
been preserved, the inside has been 
renovated into 11 “beautiful” units, and 
the amenities include garages and an 
elevator. Gammon added that the two 


units on the third floor (once an attic) 
offer a panoramic view of Andover. 

Five of the units have already been 
sold, the selectman said, including one 
on the third floor. The two top-floor 
units are offered at $129,000 each, 
according to Gammon, while the rest of 
the units are priced at $78,000 to 
$83,000. 

Making condos out of the Bradlee 
School not only gives new life to a 
building that once seemed doomed to 
destruction, the board noted — but will 
also generate $600,000 to $700,000 in 
property taxes for the town. 


Future Use Of 


Shawsheen School 
To Be Addressed 


With school administration offices 
set to move into the old East Junior 
High wings next year (along with all 
town offices), some organizations are 
already interested in using the 
Shawsheen School building, which now 
houses school offices. 

School Committee Chairman Richard 
Neal said Tuesday night he has been 
contacted by four ‘‘education-related 
groups’’ interested in using the school 
building. He suggested that representa- 
tives of all four groups appear at the 
committee’s first meeting in May to 
explain their proposals. 


Committeeman Donald Robb pointed 
out that under current law, ownership 
of the building will revert to the town 
as soon as it is no longer used as a 
school. He suggested inviting the Board 
of Selectmen to the meeting, and Neal 
agreed. 

However, Michael Giammusso noted 
that that law may soon change. He said 
a move is underway to allow school 
departments to maintain ownership of 
old schools for up to ten years, renting 
the buildings and putting the earnings 
into a special fund.

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Anrovin Towsesaas 
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Two Plays Opening From A Youthful Love Of Theatre

She learned to love the theatre as a little 
girl, the daughter of Eastern European 
immigrants, when her parents took her to 
the Yiddish theatre on New York City’s 
lower East Side. 

“It was very melodramatic, very sch- 
maltzy,’’ Carole Braverman recalls, wav- 
ing her arms to illustrate. ‘I never 
understood what was going on — it was all 
in Yiddish — but I just reacted to the 
flamboyance onstage. It gave me an abid- 
ing love for the theatre.”’ 

But she never imagined herself writing a 
play until some 15 years ago, when she 
almost accidentally ‘‘discovered a gift.” 

This spring, the Phillips Academy En- 
glish instructor will see two of her plays 
performed, one in New York City and one in 
Charlestown — and although they are of 
course in English, in some ways they echo 
that fondly-remembered Yiddish theatre. 

‘T like to think of my style as Elizabethan 
— flamboyant and passionate, with lots of 
characters and a great love of language,” 
Carole explains. ‘‘I like to err on the side of 
generosity, overabundance. Sometimes I do 
overwrite,’’ she admits, “‘but I like to think 
one can correct from excess, rather than 
from scarcity.” 

She is enthusiastic and engaging, with a 
warm smile and perhaps a little of her 
characters’ flamboyance and passion. (And 
even though she is many years removed 
from her native Brooklyn, ‘‘it lives in my 
voice.’’) She has taught at the academy for 
four years, and lives on campus with her 15- 
year-old son — ‘‘on Main Street,’’ she points 
out, grinning. ‘‘When I was a kid in Brook- 
lyn, only characters in books lived on Main 
Street.” 

Carole’s newest play, In Tiber Melting, 
will open today and run through May 1 at 
the West End Theatre in New York City. It 
is a showcase production, she explains, 
staged on a tight budget with the hope that 
it will attract enough attention — and finan- 
cial backing — to support a further produc- 
tion. 

The Margaret Ghost will premiere June 
16 and run through July 2 at the Charles- 
town Working Theatre on Bunker Hill Road, 
Charlestown. That play will be produced in 
Berkeley, Calif. next spring, but because it 
tells the story of Margaret Fuller, a nine- 
teenth-century author born in Cambridge, 
Carole wanted it to premiere here, ‘‘where 
she was born and lived.” 

In Tiber Melting began in the play- 
wright’s mind five years ago as the story of 
an unhappily married woman sifting 
through old letters from her courtship. As 
she looks back on her own past, she learns 
about the past of a woman she has never 
met — a woman dead 100 years — when she 
finds an old diary in a junk shop. 

‘‘T am fascinated by the shared story, the 
shared human drama,”’ Carole says, which 
is explored as her character begins to un- 
derstand ‘‘the counterpoint between the 
dead woman's life and her own. The healing 
power of sharing human drama is what 
theatre is all about.”’ 

The title (‘‘nobody knows what it 
means’) comes from a line in Shake- 
speare’s Antony and Cleopatra: When Anto- 
ny is urged to leave Cleopatra’s side and 
return to a Rome in crisis, he replies, ‘‘Let 
Rome in Tiber melt.’’ He would let his 
great city melt into the river because he is 
‘caught up in that passion where the world 
doesn't matter,’ Carole says. ‘But of 


course it does matter.”’ 

The Margaret Ghost also had ‘‘a long 
gestation,’’ the playwright says. While 
““briefly”’ studying in a doctorate program 
at Berkeley, she came across a reference to 
Margaret Fuller as ‘‘the Margaret ghost’’ 
in Henry James’ biography of Nathaniel 
Hawthorne. 

‘I had never heard of her,”’ she remem- 
bers. ‘“‘And it was such a provocative 
phrase that it sent me into the archives at 
Berkeley.” 

Fuller was, she learned, born in Cam- 
bridge in 1810, ‘‘a wonderful, funny, pas- 
sionate woman. She was brilliant, plain, 
eloquent. And she was caught in a world 
where to be all those things — to be so 
different and a female — was probably not 
a good idea,’’ she says, laughing. “It was a 
world that had no place for her. 

“She was so magnificent. One of our 
really great women. And her story wasn’t 
being told. I needed to tell the story as I saw 
it. She haunted me — and she haunts people 
who see the play.’ 

That need to tell a story, ‘‘the human 
impulse to share, is at the heart of why I 
write,’’ Carole says. 

Despite her love for theatre and for poet- 
ry, ‘‘I never saw myself as a writer.”’ It was 
a hidden gift she discovered only after her 
son was born, when she was “at home,

feeling isolated, with so many unanswered 
questions.’’ She began to write stories as a 
way ‘‘of sharing this intense inner life —and 
then I guess I noticed that they weren’t 
bad.” 

Except for one published story, she has 
focused her energies on writing plays. Her 
first attempt was so ‘‘dreadful’’ that she 
has never shown it to anyone: “‘I think of it 
as a real apprentice piece.”’ 

Her first play to be produced was The 
Girl With A Sense of Fair Play, staged at 


the American Conservatory Theatre in San _ 


Francisco in 1974. Set during the 1972 presi- 
dential election, the play’s main character 
campaigns for McGovern — and becomes 
increasingly aware of the contrast between 
her own ‘‘comfortable, suburban, middle- 
class life, and all the terrible suffering in 
Vietnam that we were constantly aware of. 
The play explores the pull between our own 
lives, the selfishness, and the compassion 
that we feel.’’ 

Although the McGovern campaigner is 
the play’s ‘‘essential character,’’ she is 
upstaged by her mother, ‘‘a Jewish mother, 
an overwhelming, vibrant, funny character 
who sort of takes the play away from her,”’ 
Carole says ruefully. 

To create such vivid characters, ‘‘a 
dramatist really has to be alive to the 
world,’’ she says, ‘‘to the way people talk, 


the way they move. I try to render a charac- 
ter authentically, and sometimes heighten 
it. My plays are not really slice-of-life dra- 
ma. I take the moment and heighten it. My 
characters say the things we would have 
said if we had the time, and with more 
grace and flair.” 

The playwright needs actors, a director 
and scenery to bring her work to life, Car- 
ole points out. ‘More than any other writer, 
a playwright really shares the creative 
process. A poem exists on the page, but a 
play doesn’t fully exist on the page — it’s 
not theatre. A script is not theatre.” 

And there is ‘‘something magical’’ about 
Seeing her work come to life onstage, she 
says. “It’s wonderful — and it’s a mixed 
feeling. Sometimes, at its best, an actor 
brings a creative energy that gives you 
insight. But sometimes there are moments 
when I feel I would love to be directing my 
own play. Occasionally, particularly in its 
rough stages, it doesn’t seem like it’s ever 
going to come together — but hopefully, it 
does.”’ 

Unhappily, the great expense of staging a 
play (‘‘an off-Broadway limited run now 
costs at least half a million to produce’) 
makes it ‘‘very difficult’’ to translate a play 
from script to stage. ‘‘The economics of the

theatre are impossible,” Carole says. ‘‘It 
really militates against new work being 
produced — it’s very difficult to raise mon- 
ey.” 

And she has little hope for theatre’s fu- 
ture — at least not ‘‘until theatre is seen as 
an essential part of our spiritual wealth that 
the community supports, like libraries and 
museums. Nobody expects a eaary or a 
museum to make money.’ 

The ancient Greeks subsidized their 
theatre so that ‘‘nobody was too poor to get 
a theatre ticket,’’ she points out, and all 
could watch a drama unfold, holding hands 
in a human circle around the stage. 

‘“That’s being lost,’’ Carole says sadly. “‘I 
have friends who feel film has supplanted 
theatre. But with film, you don’t have the 
living actor and the audience — you don’t 
have the holding of the hands around the 
human drama.” 

With three plays that have been produced 
to her credit, ‘‘it will never be said of 
Carole Braverman that she was a prolific 
writer,”’ the playwright says, smiling. ‘‘She 
had her moments! 

‘‘T write in fits and starts,”’ she explains. 
“T can’t really say how long it takes me to 
write a-play, from the beginning scenes to 
the whole play and revisions, because 
Sometimes I let something lie fallow and go 
to something else. 

“The truth is, I’m a very indolent writ- 
er,’’ she confesses. ‘I’m absolutely the 
worst procrastinator of them all. I have a 
joy in having done it — but the doing of it I 
hate, particularly getting started.”

Organist To Present Recital 


Earl L. Miller will be the featured organ recitalist Sunday, April 17, at 4 
p.m. at the Free Christian Church, 31 Elm St., Andover. His concert is open 
to the public. There will be a free will offering. 

Miller, a well known recitalist in the New England states, recently moved 
to this area to be the musical director of Christ Church—Episcopal in 
Andover and chapel musician for the Brooks School in North Andover. 

For the past 15 years he has presented a series of summer concerts 
throughout New England and has been heard in recitals through most of the 
eastern and midwestern states. He has played a series of concerts in 
Canada, England, Germany and Switzerland. 

Miller has become known as a collector and interpreter of music from the 
Victorian-Edwardian period (the turn of the century) and his concerts 
always include a sampling of this literature. It was during this period that 
the gg recital reached a high point as public music entertainment in this 
country. 

Miller has chosen a cross section of organ works for his concert, many of 
which may be unfamiliar to most audiences; a set of Renaissance dances, a 
suite by the 18th century Parisian composer Du Mage, a tune featuring the 
great trumpets of the Free Christian Church’s Casavant/Beaudry pipe 
organ by a turn of the century English composer and a large group of 
Victorian works. 

Of the transcriptions he has chosen the lyrical Vocalese of Rachmaninoff 
and the Pomp and Circumstance March of Elgar. 

The organ of the Free Christian Church is one of the most versatile 
instruments in the Andover area and the fine acoustics of the church makes 
an excellent setting for organ music.

Gravel Removal Laws Approved 


Asked to consider amending Andover’s zoning bylaws, Town 
Meeting last week said yes to new gravel removal laws and 
laws governing non-conforming use, but no to a change in 
multi-family zoning and a repeal of parking credits for down- 
town businesses. 

Voters approved Article 48 with a standing vote of 507 to 9, 
modifying the gravel removal bylaw to control movement of 
earth material within a subdivision site as well as removal 
from a site. The new amendment will give the Planning Board 
authority to grant a special permit governing gravel removal. 

The meeting also approved an amendment to the article, 
printed in the warrant as Article 49, that would further 
require developers to show that their subdivision plans make 
the best feasible use of existing topography. 

Stephen Cotton of Foster’s Pond, one of the originators of 
the gravel removal bylaw approved by town meeting three 
years ago, said that law left ‘‘a loophole’: developers coutd 
still remove ‘‘massive amounts”’ of gravel from residential 
neighborhoods in what amounted to gravel mining operations, 
“if they promise to put a subdivision on the gravel pit when 
they're done.”’ 

Cotton said the Andover Country Club development and 
Olympic Village are two examples of excessive gravel remov- 
al in Andover, and said his amendment would give the Plan- 
ning Board ‘‘a more effective tool to limit the kind of earth 
removal that is going on.”’ 

Stephen Flashenburg of Launching Road said the amend- 
ment could be considered illegal by the Attorney General — 
and if it were thrown out, the whole of Article 48 would be 
thrown out as well. 

But Planning Board Chairman Jerry Greer said his board 
supported the amendment to its Article 48, and town meeting 
voted to accept the amendment as part of that article. 

Monday night, the voters approved Article 19 by a vote of 
516 to 9. That article will amend the zoning laws to allow 
structures with nonconforming use (that is, buildings located 
in zones not intended for such use) to expand to any size with a 
special permit from the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The law previously required a variance —harder to obtain 
than a special permit — for expansion of more than 10 
percent. The planners supported the article, Margaret 
Bradshaw said, because the 10 percent cap on expansion was 
“an arbitrary limit.’

Articles 46 and 47 tailed to win town meeting support 
Tuesday night. Article 46 would have allowed multi-family use 
in the Single Residence C zone with a special permit from the 
Zoning Board, rather than a variance as currently required. 

Selectman Norma Gammon said’ the selectmen recom- 
mended approval because it would allow the Sullivan family 
to continue restoring and living in the historic Shattuck Farm 
buildings, which the Sullivans have moved onto their High 
Plain Road property. 

But Planning Board Chairman Jerry Greer said he would 
rather wait until the town’s master plan has been updated, a 
process now underway, so the full implications of the pro- 
posed change could be reviewed. 

Bradshaw added that most houses in the SRC zone are not 
sewered — and if large old houses were converted to multi- 
family use, septic failures could prove disastrous. The article 
was defeated on a 402-31 vote. 

Article 47 was defeated on a 288-141 vote, after some 
confusion about what the article would mean. Andrew Gird- 
wood of the Planning Board said the planners recommended 
approval because it would repeal a parking credit that lets 
businesses next to municipal lots supply fewer parking spaces 
than usually required. 

Atty. Philip Sullivan of Punchard Avenue, however, told 
voters the law had been misinterpreted, and actually deals 
with the number of new spaces required when businesses 
expand. He said a yes vote would limit the expansion of 
downtown businesses, and recommended that voters “leave 
the bylaw alone.”’ 

A sixth article that would have changed the zoning laws, 
Article 23, was withdrawn from the warrant. That article 
would have requested rezoning a 56,524-square foot parcel off 
River Road from Industrial D to the less restrictive Industrial 
G zone.

With the selectmen’s support, the And- 
over Housing Authority will seek govern- 
ment funding for 40 units of low-income 
family housing. 

The selectmen voted unanimously Mon- 
day night to support the AHA’s application 
for state and federal funding to help pay for 
the housing units. 

Winston Blake of the authority explained 
that the AHA has no plans for a specific site 
at the moment, but is submitting a general 
application for funding to the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development. 

Blake commented that a low-income 
housing project might meet with opposition 
from townspeople unless it is located on the 
outskirts of town. 

But the selectmen said the project could 
be located anywhere in town. And Public 
Works Director Robert McQuade pointed 
out that providing fire protection could be 
difficult on the edge of town, because the 
town’s water system wasn’t designed to 
serve multiple-family complexes far from 
the center. 

‘*Look at the areas that fit with what town 
utilities have to offer,’ McQuade sug- 
gested. ‘‘We have many areas that can 
support it now, closer to town.”’ 

And Community Development and Plan- 
ning Director Jonathan Gilmore recom- 
mended that the housing authority work 
with the task forces now reviewing the 
town’s comprehensive plan in the search 
for a site, since two of the task forces have 
been looking at land use and multi-family 
housing needs.

Bus Brake Failure 
Cause Report Due 


The School Committee expects to receive 
a report today on the reason why the brakes 
on a school bus failed recently as students 
were being taken home from South School. 

Committee members Tuesday night said 
.they are concerned that the cause of the 
brake failure might be one that should have 
been detected in safety inspections before 
the bus was allowed on the road. 

Business Manager Francis Paul told the 
committee the brakes failed last Friday at 
the intersection of Andover and River 
streets as a driver for Dorothy Piercy’s bus 
company was taking children home from 
South School. 

The committee voted unanimously to 
commend driver Mary Babeau for reacting 
‘‘splendidly.’’ According to Paul, the driver 
put on her emergency flashers to warn 
other drivers and then steered the bus over 
a curb, where it came to a stop. No one was 
injured. 

The bus is now being inspected and re- 
paired at the Trombly garage in North 
Andover, the business manager explained, 
and a report on the cause of: the brake 
failure is due today. 

Paul said that according to Piercy, the 
failure was caused by a weak spot in the 
brake line, which ‘could never be de- 


During two fast-paced nights last week, 
1983 annual town meeting appropriated 
funds for new school computers, fire trucks 
and water mains, improvements to the 
cemetery and playfields, and a Bannister 
Road sewer line, among other expendi- 
tures.

He added that although Registry of Motor 
Vehicles inspections do not check the un- 
dercarriage of buses, rust should be de- 
tected during regular inspections by bus 
owners. 

After it has been repaired, the bus will be 
inspected by the Registry and by the busi- 
ness manager before it is allowed back in 
service, Paul told the committee. 

Donald Robb said he was concerned that 
the Police Department was not notified 
quickly enough after the incident. He said 
the police were not called until after a 
parent contacted the school department and 
Paul then instructed the driver to call the 
police. 

Paul replied that there was ‘‘a long time 
gap”’ before the police were called because 
the driver first called the bus company to 
send for another bus to take the children 
home, and helped load the children onto the 
second bus.

Robert Friedenson of Wild Rose Drive, 
member of an advisory task force on com- 
puters, urged approval, telling voters, ‘‘The 
heart of the information age is the comput- 
er.” 

But School Committee member Susan 
Poore, speaking in the minority for her 
committee, questioned the need for the 
number of computers requested, adding 
that teachers are not ‘‘totally trained yet”’ 
to work with computers. 

A private article, Article 35, drew one of 
the longest and most intense discussions of 
the annual meeting — a discussion that 
began Monday night and continued on Tues- 
day. 

In the end, the meeting voted 349 to 43 to 
construct a sanitary sewer line on Bannis- 
ter Road, assessing betterments against the 
homeowners on the street — and, in an 


amendment to the motion, paying for half 
the cost of the betterments. 

Atty. Michael Morris, representing the 
McGarry family of Bannister Road, ex- 
plained that the family is living with a 
failed septic system that has never worked 
properly and cannot be fixed. ‘‘We have a 
disaster on our hands,”’ Morris said. 

But Richard Bowen of Bannister Road, a 
neighbor, said not all the residents had 
agreed — or could afford — to shoulder the 
$5,000 to $7,000 betterment cost. He pro- 
posed that each family pay the betterment 
when it ties into the sewer or in ten years, 
whichever came sooner — but withdrew 
that amendment the following night, after 
town counsel advised him it was not proper. 

Fred Fitzgerald of Central Street pro- 
posed that the town pick up half the cost of 
the betterments to handle the problem in ‘‘a 
humane and considerate fashion.” 

Poore pointed out that the town might be 


setting a precedent, but Selectman William 
Dalton said he would “‘reluctantly’’ support 
Fitzgerald’s amendment because the town 
was faced with ‘‘something approaching an 
emergency.” 

Voters also approved $1.3 million, to be 
funded by bond issue, to lay new water 
mains in accordance with the town’s mas- 
ter plan (Article 52); $250,000, with $175,000 
to be raised by bond issue, for im- 
provements to Spring Grove Cemetery (Ar- 
ticle 45); $50,000 to reconstruct playing 
fields at West Elementary School, South 
School, and in Shawsheen (Article 33); and 
$12,000 to lay a sanitary sewer line in Duf- 
ton and Sargent streets (Article 34). 

Also: $3,000 for holiday lighting (Article 
5); $5,000 for a revolving fund for the Coun- 
cil on Aging (Article 18); a transfer of $16,- 
036 from available funds to supplement the 
fiscal '83 regional library budget (Article 
25); and $15,000 to clean up unpaid bills 
(Article 31) 


Conservation Items Approved 


Town meeting last week voted to spend 
up to $22,500 to acquire a Red Spring Road 
parcel overlooking the Shawsheen River, 
along with its approval of five other conser- 
vation articles. 

Article 41, requesting an appropriation of 
up to $22,500 to buy a 1.49-acre parcel from 
Robert and Janet Boush, prompted the only 
real discussion of the six Conservation 
Commission-sponsored articles last Tues- 
day night. 

That article stipulated that Andover will 
apply for state grants that may reimburse 
the town for up to half of the $22,500. 

Both the selectmen and Planning Board 
recommended approval of the article. But 


Fred Fitzgerald of the Finance Committee 
said his board recommended disapproval 
because the amount of money requested 
was ‘‘not commensurate with the good to 
the town.” 

Dennis Powers of the conservation com- 
mission replied. that the acquisition was 
important because the parcel is large 
enough to build on — and the town could 
lose access to its river frontage. 

And Margaret Keck of the Andover Vil- 
lage Improvement Society (A.V.I.S.) urged 
voters to approve the article, calling the 
Shawsheen one of ‘‘the most important nat- 
ural resources Andover has. We should 
make it a town goal to secure as much 


riverfront property as we can,” she said 

Just before voters approved the article, 
Fitzgerald assured them the finance com- 
mittee’s stand did not indicate an ‘‘anti- 
conservationist trend’’ on the committee 

The meeting also approved Article 42, 
authorizing the conservation commission to 
acquire a five-acre strip of land between 
the Shawsheen River and Pole Hill south of 
Ballardvale center from the MBTA; and 
Article 43, authorizing the acquisition of a 
three-acre strip between the Shawsheen 
and the railroad tracks off Lowell Junction 
Road, also from the MBTA. 

Planning Board member Margaret 
Bradshaw said those articles would ‘‘en- 


hance’’ Pole Hill and help protect the river,

And voters approved Articles 38, 39 and 40 
to correct action taken on conservation 
articles approved by last year’s annual 
town meeting. Authorization to seek state 
reimbursement was accidentally omitted 
from 1982 Articles 22, 23, and 24: Those 
articles authorized the acquistion of conser- 
vation land near Fish Brook, on Wood Hill, 
and on Haggetts Pond Road.

This special committee, formed under the 
guidance of Veterans Agent John Lewis, is launch- 
ing a drive this week to obtain flags and the 
necessary appurtenances to line Main Street from 
Punchard Avenue through Elm Square and up Elm 
Street to Florence Street. 

The tribute would take place four times a year, 
Memorial Day, Flag Day, Fourth of July and 
Veterans Day. 

To accomplish this, the committee is requesting 
families of veterans who are given government 
burial flags to donate them to the town, to be flown 
on these particular patriotic days. The flags will 
be numbered and records kept to memorialize the 
deceased veterans and the donor. 

Making the effort community-oriented, munici- 
pal departments will attach hardware to light 
poles and hoist the flags prior to the holidays. 
Greater Lawrence Technical School students and 
faculty will manufacture the necessary hardware. 

The particular effort is something of which And- 


over can be proud. 


If one were to delve back into the history of the 
community, pictures of patriotic observances of 
days gone by give evidence of the community’s 
pride in patriotism. 

The downtown area was decorated with flags 
and bunting, annually proclaiming the holiday and 
the tribute meant for the particular occasion. 

It need not be pointed out that in more recent 
years, patriotism and public display of love of 
country has not been fashionable. Rather, the 
opposite seems to have claimed the attention on 
several occasions. 

What better way and what better place than here 
in Andover, where the national hymn, “America,” 
was written to reinforce the importance of appre- 
ciation of the freedoms cherished by all through 
the patriotic display of the American Flag along 
our main thoroughfare. 

Adding to the tribute is the memorial afforded 
by the flag of a veteran whose sacrifice preserved 
our freedom. 

We look forward to the enthusiastic support of 
the community as the drive gets underway this 
week, with the hope that a flag-lined street will 
accompany Memorial Day activities, and, if not by 
then, by Flag Day in June.

75 Years Ago — April 1908

50 Years Ago — April 1933 

Over 2200 Andover people voted in favor of having the state 
reconsider the state school question in the only upset that took 
place Monday in the heaviest vote yet cast in a town election. 
The state school supporters led*in all precincts except the 
fourth, and even on the hill they managed to annex 207 votes 
out of 670. 

The distinction of being the official biographer of the late 
Calvin Coolidge was conferred on Dr. Claude M. Fuess of 
Phillips Academy last week. Mrs. Coolidge is turning over to 
the local teacher all the state papers posessed by the noted 
New Englander. These will be used exclusively by Dr. Fuess. 

The events of the past week have probably softened the 
ardor of many of those who are seeking appropriations in the 
annual town warrant.

Mr. Allen has recently returned 
to Andover after a five year absence, during which time he 
worked in Washington as chief clerk of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee and Deputy Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense. 


10 Years Ago — April 1973 

Among the more encouraging bits of news around town hall 
this week was the bid opening on Monday for the proposed 
Doherty-Shawsheen schools renovation project. The lowest of 
the 14 bids submitted was $635,000 presented by the Salem 
Building and Construction Co. of Salem, N.H. 


In a somewhat unusual approach, a team candidacy pledged 
to reform the school department operations, upset incumbent 
Frank J. Hill, Jr. and changed the complexion of the school 
committee in Monday’s election. With less than 50 percent of 
the total registered voters turning out, the electorate chose 
John F. Lyons and John G. Wragg as new school committee 
members, endorsing their campagin based on a return to the 
traditional classroom vs. the open education methods.

I would like to pay tribute to several town offi- 
cials whose thoughtfulness and dedication stood out 
during the period leading up to the adoption by town 
meeting of the gravel removal by-law amendments. 
The new amendments include my proposal to em- 
power the Planning Board to block unwarranted 
earth removal by subdivision developers. 

Planning Board Chairman Jerry Greer and every 
member of that board deserve praise for their 
careful and concerned review of the gravel issue, 
which has been a troublesome problem in this town 
for too long. The Planning Board’s receptiveness to 
new ideas and responsiveness to citizen concerns 
were impressive. 

My proposal, prior to town meeting, happened to 
occasion discussion of a second issue which had 
nothing to do with gravel: the right of town meeting 
to make the ultimate decisions in the legislating 
town policy. On this issue, the Board of Selectmen 
stood firm in preserving the integrity of the war- 
rant and the authority of town meeting. Also, Town 
Manager Ken Mahoney, despite personal misgiv- 
ings on the substance of my proposal, acted to 
ensure that town meeting could hear and act on it, 
and for that I salute him. 

Finally, the town owes a debt of gratitude to 
special town counsel Tom Arnold, who worked long 
and hard to produce the gravel by-law amendments 
in Article 48. Over many months he was able to 
mediate differing concerns of developers and resi- 
dents to produce a proposal that earned nearly 
unanimous support on all sides. It was a difficult 
job and he did it extremely well.

Emasculating 


Town Meeting 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Every newspaper understands this: “‘Knowledge 
ever governs ignorance.’’ How has this been used to 
pervade Andover’s civic business? Some instances 
follow: 

1) The town’s civic affairs are regulated with 
bylaws. Town meeting warrants, as do all respect- 
able orders of public business, state, among other 
things, that consideration will be give to ‘“‘any other 
business that may be legally brought before the 
meeting.” 

Some years ago, and without permission of town 
meeting, the office of selectmen removed that 
phrase from the annual warrant of business. A town 
manager advocate of this emasculation ‘‘justified”’ 
the removal on the ground that voters were using 
it!! 

2) The recent town meetng was confronted with 
an arrangement for voting on certain purchases. 
These, though unrelated, were lumped into one 
warrant article. An effect was to make discussion 
of a single purchase meaningless because all had to 
be voted for or against together. 

Management with the approval of Fin Con billed 
this as something new. However, it is as old as 
unreliable politics. In Washington it is correctly 
called ‘the pork barrel method.” 

3) Article 4, ‘‘To see what sums of money will be 
raised’’ for general operating xpnses, becomes less 
satisfactory as presented. Voters no longer are 


allowed to vote on detail line items. Mostly sums of 
100,000s to millions are presented for action. 


What can voters do to ward off the selectman-Fin 
Con cabal for governing town meeting by encourag- 
ing ignorance and so control the meeting? Make it 
their own in reality. 

One avenue to relief is this: By secret ballot, 
when town officers are elected, provide the voters 


with an opportunity to correct town meeting by- 
laws. 

As a starter, require any item costing more than 
$500 to be presented as a separate uncombinable 
warrant article. Another would require items com- 
posing Article 4, or its equivalent to be presented as 
line items similar to those in the selectmen’s bud- 
get; require the same for the school budget. 

Also, return to the warrant that shining bright 
light which directs us to give consideration to any 
other business that may legally come before the 
meeting. Without it, Democracy is blinded.

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Officials Unhappy About Delay 
In School Building Completion 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Renovations at Doherty Junior High are 
98 percent complete: That may sound good, 
but the work has been 98 percent complete 
for the past two months, and school offi- 
cials are unhappy about continuing delays 
in finishing the project. 

Doherty Principal, Richard McGrail 
Tuesday night told the Schoo! Committee 
the project is in much the same state as it 
was in mid-February. 

General contractor Peabody Construction 
had promised the gymnasium and auditori- 
um would be ready in January, but the gym 
floor stili needs to be cleaned and there are 
loose tiles in showers and peeling paint in 
the locker rooms, he indicated. 


‘It looks like two good days’ work would 
get this thing ready,’’ McGrail said. ‘‘Un- 
fortunately, in the meantime students can’t 
use it.’’ Doherty students have been using 
physical education facilities at Phillips 
Academy, but that arrangement recently 
ended and students currently have no phys. 
ed. classes. 

The principal said Superintendent Ken- 


neth Seifert and Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony are determined not to let students 
use the area until all work has been com- 
pleted; otherwise the contractor might be 
inclined to blame all problems and delays 
on the fact that the area is occupied, Mc- 
Grail explained. 

Peabody completed most of the work at 
Doherty in time for September’s school 
opening, a full year ahead of schedule. But 
school officials find it frustrating that the 
gym and auditorium remain unusable when 
they were expected to be ready in January 
and are ‘‘virtually finished,’’ Michael 
Giammusso said. 

Committee members voted unanimously 
to hear a full report from School Building 
Committee Chairman Kenneth Gropper 
during their next meeting — with or without 
a representative from Peabody Construc- 
tion on hand. 

Committeeman Donald Robb, the com- 
mittee’s representative on the building 
committee, said the town has been “‘treated 
pretty shabbily’’ by the contractor. He rec- 
ommended that no more bills be paid until 


the Doherty problem is ‘‘settled to our 
satisfaction.”’ 

Robb said Peabody worked at a rapid 
pace at the school while the company was 
competing for a contract to renovate the 
two East Junior High wings no longer used 
by the school. After that contract went to 
another contractor (Channel Building of 
Andover), work slowed down at Doherty, he 
indicated 


The superintendent took the opportunity 
to recommend that on future building pro- 
jects ‘‘a hundred years from now’’, a build- 
ing project coordinator be on the job ‘all 
the way up to the last minute.’’ McGrail 
was building project coordinator until last 
year, when that position was cut to save 
funds; McGrail returned to his previous 
position as East (now Doherty) Junior High 
principal. 


Seifert said that if a building coordinator 
was still working with the contractor full- 
time, ‘‘we wouldn’t be in this bind. We have 
lost in the last year more than that person's 
salary.” 


School Housekeeping Can Be 


Later during the meeting, the committee 
voted three to two to allow a small group of 
South School students to choose which ju- 
nior high they will attend, with Robb op- 
posed (Susan Poore was absent). 

McGrail explained that most South stu- 
dents go on to Doherty, but each year a 
small number are sent to West Junior High. 
Last year, however, the 19 students living in 
the WJH district were allowed to choose 
between Doherty or West Junior High. The 
principal said 10 chose one school and nine 
the other. 

He recommended letting students choose 
next year as well; 22 students would be 
involved, and the junior high administra- 
tors assume the split would be fairly even, 
McGrail said. He advised against looking 


beyond next year because school population 
projections can change quickly. 


Robb said he was concerned that allowing 
students that choice could lead to an ‘‘im- 
balance’’ between the junior high popula- 
tions; adding that district boundaries should 
be established and adhered to. 


Kitchen Design 


Maintained Internally, Paul Says 


The School Committee is looking for a more efficient sys- 
tem for managing school housekeeping operations, and the 
school administration thinks it’s up to the task. The commit- 
tee, however, has reserved judgment until its next meeting. 

Business Manager Francis Paul Tuesday night presented 
the committee with a comparison between Servicemaster, a 
professional custodial management service, and a plan to 
have the business manager’s office supervise school custodi- 
ans. 

Servicemaster has been ‘‘very highly praised” by its cus- 
tomers, including St. John’s Hospital in Lowell, Paul said. The 
company does not serve any Massachusetts public schools. 

The business manager reported last month that Service- 
master would supervise a staff of 27.5, providing work sched- 
ules, cleaning schedules, training, equipment and floor- 
cleaning materials at an annual cost of $526,900. The company 
is seeking a three-year contract. 

But Paul said for $525,514; his office could supervise a staff 
of 30 ‘‘just as well. And in the long haul, we will have a better 
system.” 

He said internal supervision would work out better because 
‘we'd have an opportunity to work more closely with our 
people. We'd be salvaging what is good about our system, 


instead of starting from scratch with a whole new system.” 

Paul said the schools ‘‘certainly need to improve the quality 
of our housekeeping,’’ but said he was confident internal 
supervision could make the school buildings ‘‘the pride of 
Andover.”’ 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert also recommended the in- 
ternal plan, because next year a new town-school central 
maintenance program will begin. With the maintenance staff 
removed from the school department’s direct control, it 
might be wise to keep the custodial staff under its control, 
Seifert said, at least for a two-year trial period. 

But schoolman Robert Smith moved to give the three-year 
contract to Servicemaster. “Their proposal fills all our 
needs,’’ he explained. “I feel it would benefit Andover to let a 
professional company take over the program.”’ 

When no one seconded Smith’s motion, Paul suggested 
bringing in a Servicemaster representative to appear briefly 
before the committee during their next meeting. Chairman 
Richard Neal agreed that that ‘“‘might be helpful,’ and 
Smith’s motion was unofficially tabled. 

The business manager said he would like a decision as 
quickly as possible so the new system can get underway 
immediatly and ‘‘gear up for the summer.”’

that will be permanently maintained by the 
developer or his tenants. 

Among Kelly’s problems with the site: 
He hopes to provide water and sewer serv- 
ice from Andover, but town sanitary sewer 
lines now end at the Cressey-Dockham 
plant. Brustlin proposed extending the sew- 
er lines from Cressey-Dockham along the 
railroad tracks and into Kelly’s site, and 
building a pumping station to pump sewage 
from the site into the sewer system. 

Brustlin said that with little production 
planned for the office park, it would have a 
“relatively low water consumption’ com- 
pared to other industrial uses that would be 
allowed on the site. 

Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
told the selectmen allowing the extension 
and pumping station would be the first 
extension to the town’s master sewer plan, 
‘approved by town meeting in 1980. ‘This is 
a major decision facing you,’ McQuade 
said. 

Town sewer lines are capable of handling 
the proposed development, he said, but if in 
the future the South Andover area is com- 
pletely developed, the sewer system would 
be at full capacity. The master plan was not 
designed to include such a project, Mc- 
Quade said. 

He reminded the board that the town had 
to approve a new master plan three years 
ago because the town had granted so many 
exceptions to its 1957 plan that the courts 
eventually ruled that plan invalid as a basis 
for denying further sewer extensions. 

Atty. Marden said the town would not be 
extending the sewer lines, because Kelly 
would build and maintain his own line. The 
selectmen could either grant the developer 
a variance to the master plan or amend the 
plan to allow the project, he suggested. 

He called the proposal ‘‘a very worth- 
while project for the town’’ because it 
would bring in ‘‘substantial tax revenues” 
while demanding ‘‘low services.”’ 

But Selectman Donn Byrne said, ‘‘Once 
we let you tie into the Cressey-Dockham 
line, we’re beyond the master plan. The cap 
comes off, and we're outside of the area.”’ 

Kelly said it would be possible to serve 
the site with a subsurface disposal system, 
but sewering would be preferable because 
“septic systems have a tendency to be a 
problem.” 

Community Development and Planning 
Director Jonathan Gilmore said he was also 
concerned about possible traffic problems 
with Burtt Road, which will be one access 
to the site. 

Brustlin said Burtt Road would be im- 
proved, but would be used only as “‘a good 
safety valve, not a major access.’’ Main 
access will be from Ballardvale Road, 
crossing the railroad tracks: The developer 
is seeking permission to cross the tracks 
and has been ‘‘encouraged” by the railroad, 
he said. 

Kelly is the developer of a Burlington 
office park on Burlington Mall Road, and 
recently completed an office and research 
park on the former Pleasure Island site in 
Wakefield.

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Winter Problems, Jogging 
Get Meeting Attention 


The moderator called it ‘‘a fruitful meet- 
ing’, and among its accomplishments, an- 
nual town meeting last week toughened up 
the ban against winter all-night parking, 
transferred old street railway right-of-ways 
to abutting property owners, and passed a 
resolution on safe jogging habits. 

Among the few articles the meeting ve- 
toed, voters decided not to make the town 
responsible for clearing snow from down- 
town sidewalks, a responsibility that now 
rests with property-owners. 

Voters approved Article 32, which will 
allow the Police Department to tow viola- 
tors of the winter parking ban, which pro- 
hibits on-street parking from 1 to 6 a.m. 
Dec. 1 to April 1. They also approved Arti- 
cle 36, which transfers from the town to 12 
property-owners along South Main Street a 
ten-foot strip of right of ways abandoned by 


the Eastern Massachusetts Street Railway 
some 25 years ago. 


And they quickly passed a resolution on 
safe jogging, walking and bicycling prac- 
tices under Article 50, authored by Select- 
man William Dalton. Dalton presented the 
motion — and then moved to vote on the 
article with no discussion. Moderator 
James Doherty asked the meeting to vote 
by raising “‘one hand — or one foot, as the 
case may be.” 

A move to make the town responsible for 
clearing the snow from downtown side- 
walks within 24 hours of a snowfall failed 
under Article 21. Atty. Philip Sullivan spoke 
on behalf of his mother, Clare Sullivan of 
Punchard Avenue, who inserted the article. 

Sullivan explained that the sidewalks of- 
ten remain unplowed for days, until town 
Public Works crews clean them up. He 
argued that the job would not cost the town 
more money, since the town already does 
the work; it would simply be done sooner. 

But DPW Director Robert McQuade said 
the responsibility for clearing those side- 
walks should remain with property-owners, 
because the town’s first priority is clearing 
sidewalks along the routes that children

walk to school. McQuade suggested that 
more effort be made to enforce the existing 
law instructing merchants clear the side- 
walks. 

Other articles approved: to transfer $10,- 
000 from available funds to augment a re- 
volving fund to pay police officers for off- 
duty detail (Article 37); to accept the 
“Quinn’’ bill, allowing pay increases to 
police who earn college credits (Article 
53); to act upon the report of town officers 
(Article 3); to authorize revenue anticipa- 
tion borrowing (Article 6); to establish the 
salaries of elected officials (Article 26:
